Tie 
smiles on the most horrible torments of a fellow be- 
ing ; the groansot bleeding, lacerated, and dying 
fellow mortals, are the music of his dark cave ; 1 
which, far below the suriace of the earth, in close 
dungeons, where the ear of man cannot hear him, he 
practices his horrid \ecation, alter the manner of his 
master in the dark regions below ! 

In Spain, where this tribunal triumphed in the! 
reign of terror, over religion, morals, aud humanity, 
there were eighteen Inquisitorial courts, with their 
apostolical Inquisitors. And besides the legions of | 
otficers in these dens, there were tweity thousand | 
familiars, dispersed over the land.

Dut the taithiul Christians, who persevere 
iu Christ’s cause, are chained on a highstake, many 
ivet above the piles of faggots; here two Jésuite 
‘egain inflict a long and whining exhortation to re- 
pent, aud die in the Roman faith, and receive the 
‘tender mercy of Hely Mother, namely, the benetit 
of being strangled, und then burned! ‘This mock- 
very being enacted by these inhuman priests, the 
loud scream is uttered, at the nod of the Inquisitor— 
* Let the dogs’ beards be made!” Listantly, bla- 
zing torches and turze attached to long poles are 
\dashed in the tiees of the poor martyrs ; and this is 
‘continued until their faces are burned to a cinder! 
Then the flames are applied below, and the roaring 
flames ascen’, and slowly ecnsume the sufferer to 
ashes! And to crown the whole, at the bidding ot 
the Inquisitor, and the example of all the priests, 
this horrid tragedy is enacted amid the peals of 
\ iaugliter, and shouts of exultation, and even merri- 
nent, from ten thousand beings, calling themselves 
mer, womenand Christians !! And yet no people 
iu Europe, perhaps, show more kindly feelings, or 
deeper sympathy with the sufferings cf common 
criminals, dying for any crime against the civil laws! 
Such is the savage and inexpressible influence of 


'Popery and priesterait, in those countries. It 
actually renders ran not only insensible to the feel- 
ings of humanity, but absolutely ferocious toward 
his brother man. Nosce:e in the worship of Moloch, 
none in the horrid rites of Juggernaut, none among

were banished from Spain, a million at a time !— 

From six to eight hundred thousand Jews were 
driven away from it at once, and all their property 
seized.”—Chh. Hist. I. p. 98.

Through the afflicting, but unerring hand of God, 
I have recently been called to endure a severe trial. 
My beloved partner, Sarah S. Poland, is numbered 
with the dead. But one year trom the time in which 
we crossed the Alleghanies, and placed our feet upon 
the soil of Ohio, death, with an unsparing hand, has 
deprived me of the companion of my joys and sorrows. 
Atew weeks before her decease, she was seized witha 
fever, which no medicines or skill of physicians could 
control. She lingered along, sometimes giving signs 
of returning health and then sinking again, till the 
20th inst. when she quietly breathed her last, aged 23 
years, 6 weeks, and 3days. Upon examination, post 
mortem, a stene was found in her heart, which had 
undoubtedly been forming for three or four years, and 
which was ultimately the cause of her death. For 
some time previous to her sickness, she had frequently 
spoken of an irregularity in the functions of the heart, 
and said she expected it would prove herdeath. She 
was much engaged in reading her Bible, and in exam. 
ining her hope in Christ. During all her sickness, 
and when she viewed death near, she had no rapture, 
but expressed a firin and unshaken confidence in the 
Rock of Ages.

| Extracts from the Records of a Ministerial 
Conference. 


Question.— W hat is regeneration ? 

Ans.—Regeneration is a change wrought in the 
heart by the Holy Ghost, in which the mind ofa 
moral agent is converted from the love of sin, to 
the love and practice of holiness. Man was origi- 
nally formed to love and glorify God, and in the 
fall he lost not the ability of loving, but that ability 
became perverted to the basest of purposes. Man, 
when fallen, loved to transgress. Love to sin, and 
hatred to holiness now characterize the natural 
heart. In regeneration, God turns the heart of his 
revolted and rebellious subject back again to himself,
